WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Tho commis- 


sioner of pensions recommends that Con- 
gress be asked to appropriate $100,000,- 
000 for the disbursement of hia office the 
next fiscal year, ending June 30, 1883, in 
payment of annual and accrued pensions, 
and also that an immediate deficiency 
appropriation of $20,000,000 be request- 
ed for the purpose ot paying all arreuis 
of pensions to claimants whoso coses 
have been or may be favorably adjudi- 
cated the current fiscal year. 


The commissioner estimates that 40,- 


000 pension claims be allowed this year, 
and that, witli a further increase in the 
clerical force of the bureau, as many as 
60,000 may be disposed ot next year. 
Fully two-thirds ot tho pending claims 


carry arrears of pensions, amounting fc 
nearly $1,500 for each claimant; and th 
commissioner believes tho interests o 
the country will be promoted by paying 
off arrears as rapidly as possible, even a 
the cost of bring up the total pen 
eion 
disbursements ' to 
$70,000,{XK 
this year and $100,000,000 next, in orde 
to reduce the annual charge upon th 
Treasury more speedidly thereafter. 1 
is estimated the aggregate annual valu 
of United States pensions at the close o 
the current year will be about $33,000 
000, and that the total pension roll, ex 
eluding first payments or arrears, wil 
never exceed $40,000.000.

THE GROWTH OF A CHILD. 


IttUwwliMff ObnervaUoiu In the •>•*-- 
chologlcal study ot Infant*. 


The Medical Jtecord reproduces the 
leading features of tho studies of Prof. 
W. Proyor, of Jena, in a field as yet al- 
most unbroken—that is, in the psyoho- 
logioal study of infants. This study be- 
gins, tho professor says, with tho obser- 
vation of tho movemontu aud sensations 
of a child, and then procueda to note the 
development of the different senses, the 
formation of speech, etc., and tho effect 
of ttll these things in awakening tho in- 
telligence. Tho flrst manifestation of 
voluntary motion occurs about tho four- 
teenth week, when the infant begins to 
hold up its head. After four luonUia the 
head is usually balanced well, and at ten 
months tho power to tut up is uci|uired.

quarter year, and the face grows more 
human and spirited with the increase of 
the power of seeing intelligently. Tho 
power to distinguish colors follows that 
of intelligent attention, and light and 
bright colon are preferred, but the 
power to distinguish them by name does 
not come until the beginning ot the third 
year. The recognition of form, size and 
distance comet slowly, fit the first 
month tho infant pap no attention to 
the swift approach of the person's hand 
to its face, and in the third year it will 
•how ignorance of size and no apprecia- 
tion of distance. 
The professor set 


down in writing every sound uttered by 
a child during its first two years, and 
which could be so represented. 


At first only vowels are hearf, but 


oven in the first five weeks these sounds 
are so diversified as to express different 


B. Thus, the professor says, tin- 
toally broken cry, with knit eyes, 
a hunger; tho continuous whine, 
cold, and the high, penotiating tone, 
pain.

A French fanner. 


The lot of a French farmer is neither 
happy nor jolly. Ha fares frugally on 
soup and tho thinnest of ordinary red 
wide or eider. Tho stock of hia soup is 
bacon, aud he cats butcher's meat only 
twice a week—that is on Sunday and 
market-day. When ho attends markut 
ho makes a succulent dejeuner and 
(iriukg » good deal of boor at tho cafi:. 
This is hia only cheerful time ; at ordin- 
ary seasons he is morose, troubled about 
the weather, the conscription which iu 
going to take his sou iu the army, anil 
about polities, of which ho. understand.-! 
just enough to bu iu constant druud of 
revolutions. He is conservative ; that is 
to say he upholds the government of the 
day, whatever it is, for fear of nuorchy ; 
but no government is popular with him, 
for every administration nnds it neeou- 
nary to luy on new taxes. The climate, 
however, is in his favor. A bad harvest 
is not n common thing in Franco, and a 
BtiunesMiou of bod harvests never occur. 
It in lucky for tho French farmer that 
this is so, for there are few French 
landlords who would be in a position 
to remit any part of a year's rent after a 
bud harvest. The rule in Franco is that 
farmers' rent must be paid as punctually 
as lodgers' rent. If it bo not paid, 
ejection is resorted to at once, and no- 
body thinks of looking upon the tenant 
as an ill-used man.

Tho Birds Must Lire. 


Borne very knowing people must 


think, judging from thoir expressed 
opinions, that birds, animals, etc., caa 
live without food. 
But they are mis- 


taken. 
Every 
bird 
eats enough 
to 
sustain 
itself, if 
it lives 
at 


all. 
Every bird that conies among 


t»9 hi tho spring to- spend the six months 
with us gets its board, of some kind, 
from our fields, gardens, etc. Theyaro 
all more or less injurious and all more 
or less beneficial, and the latter, under 
all circumstances, fully or more than 
compensates for the former. 
What 


they particularly do in the one cose or 
the other is not always apparent. The 
crow has always been denounced bitter- 
ly and killed, a bounty even beingsome- 
times paid for its head; yet we believe 
it is of real value to the farmer in tho 
end. The blackbird (grackle) is espe- 
cially disliked, but the hostility to it is 
no better founded than against "the crow 
aud many. other birds. 
Last fall we 


saw at least seventy-live of these birds 
in a grass plot of ground of not over 
half au acre, passing slowly over it de- 
vouring the insects by tho thousands. 
From its location and the shortness of 
tho grass, which had been pastured, tho 
insects had gathered there in myriads, 
as could be seen from thoir disturbance 
by tho steady progress of tho feeders. 
U ho young of those birds, which were 
at this time fully on tho wing, had boon 
hatched and wore then roosting on tho 
promises of two or three gentlemen 
nearly a milo off, where all birds are 
protected against gunners or otherwise, 
and wo have yet to hear for the first 
time that they desire to get rid of their 
guests. 


On a visit onco to tho residence of 


one of of these gentlemen, while sitting 
upon his piazza toward evening, we saw 
no less than five wildyouud rabbits run- 
ning fearlessly about over his lawn. 
Knowing that they would gnwr younw 
trees when tho snow interfefed with 
getting thoir necessary supply of food, 
wo inquired whether they woro not de- 
structive at such times. "Not at all," 
was tho response. 
"Throughout 
the 


winter they are regularly fed offal veg- 
etables and hay; and iu November and 
December, when they become fat, most 
of them are trapped and consumed." 


The robins, catbirds, bluebirds, etc., 


devoured a considerable portion of their 
strawberries, grapes, etc., and tho sev- 
eral varieties of sparrows out some 
seeds, in season, but they were regard- 
ed as friends rather than enemies. Ob- 
serving farmers, and others of experi- 
ence, who pay proper attention to those 
things, seldom dill'er in opinion. — Oer- 
mantown '" '

A New Use fur Coal-Oil. 


The American Cultivator says there 


is a world of comfort to be dorivedfrom 
tho use of coal-oil as a cleanser of the 
working 
woman's 
stained 
hands. 


Household work naturally causes tho 
skin to roughen and crack; into these 
interstices the smut and grim of kcttlc- 
washing and stove-blacking often in- 
sinuate themselves, causing them to 
look hardened and unclean after the 
most thorough washing with soap aud 
water. No woman, young or old, likes 
this, and almost all women object to 
the rough grimy look of tho hands far 
more than to doing of the work itself. 
A way to prevent this evil is to fill an 
old bowl half full with kerosene oil. 
then lilt up with water, and when tho 
hands are discolored and soiled by 
rough work, before washing them dip 
the fingers iu the bowl and rub them in 
tho usual way, and tho darkened skin 
will be effectually freed from soil and 
grime; then wash in soap and hot wa- 
ter until tho srnoll of tho oil is removed. 
Another 
now use for coal-oil is in 


cleansing recently used paint brushes. 
By soaking tho brush in oil it can bo 
easily cleaned with soap and hot water, 
as tho paint readily mixes with tho oil 
and so loosens it that it is readily re- 
moved by the application of soft-soap 
and water. 
Paint brushes, it is said, 


will not harden and dry up if left stand- 
ing in a dish of kerosene oil. 
'A safe 


way to light a fire with kerosene oil is 
to lay in your kindlings, then place 
your wood upon it, after which turn 
into n cup, kept for the purpose, one 
tablcspoonful of oil, aud pour it over 
tho wood and set tire to it with a match. 
On no account should it be poured from 
the can directly into the store or range, 
lest some slumbering spark of fire ignite 
the gas and cause an explosion. 
Chil- 


dren and ignorant, careless persons 
should not bo allowed to use it under 
any circumstances. Lamps should be 
cleaned, filled and trimmed in tho 
morning, and kept nearly full of oil: 
they ought invariably bo turned down 
before they are blown out.

Small Farms and Big Crops. 


Twenty years ago tho Stato of Missis- 


sippi, always famous for its cotton yield, 
contained about forty thousand planta- 
tions, averaging three hundred and 
seventy acres each; now she has nearly 
twice as many, but the average size is 
only half that of I860. Tho number of 
acres under cultivation is less than iu 
1860, for scarcely any rough land has 
been cleared and some plantations 
have been injured by broken levees, and 
yet tho cotton crop is about twice as 
largo as it was in the good old times. No 
better proof could be wanted to estab- 
lish the desirability of decreasing tho 
size of farms aud increasing the number 
of owners; but the lesson should bo 
learned elsewhere as well as in the 
South. Whole counties in the United 
States are wretchedly poor because ev- 
ery farmer is trying to handle a "quar- 
ter section"—one hundred and sixty 
acres—with only enough capital and 
working force to properly till a quarter 
as much soil. A farmer with two poor 
horses, two bad plows, a boy or two or 
a hired man, can get no more money 
out of a hundred and sixty acres of 
land than from forty, but year after 
year he will try to do it and succeed 
only in getting poorer. The .big farms 
of California have been tho subject of 
much envious talk, but the class of 
California farmers, aside from capital- 
ists, that make most money is com- 
posed of the men who have clustered in 
colonies where scarcely a single estate 
exceeds forty acres. Any poor farmer 
with a large farm would be bettor off if 
he were even to give away half his 
land, for then he would be compelled 
to restrict himself to space that could 
not yield him less, if Worked at all, and 
would not put his pocket and muscle to 
the ruinous strain that now they arc en- 
during.—N. Y. Herald. 


—The average results of experiment 


and theory, so to speak, makes fifty- 
sevou pounds of Indian corn eqnal to 
100 pounds of hay, or 1,140 pounds of 
corn to tho ton of hay. But it must be 
remembered that the nutritive effects 
of food upon au animal are varied by 
many causes, and also that the compar- 
ison of foods Is affeotod by • the object 
sought, as fat, growth, labor, milk, etc.
